WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Accord- 


luff to a bulletin Issued today by the 
Census Bureau, about 106 persons out 
of 1000 in the United States over ten 
years of age, are unable 
to 
write, 


which is equivalent to about one In 
ten. 


Of the native white population only 


46 out of every 1000, or fewer than one 
in 20; of the foreign born white 128 out 
of every 1000, and of the negroes 445 
out of every 1000 are illiterate. 


International compilations, restrict- 


ed as far as possible to corresponding 
classes of the population, are, on the 
whole, favorable to this country, indi- 
cating that in most European countries 
Illiteracy is much more prevalent than 
It Is here, although the United- States 
5s still far behind Germany, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark and Switzerland. 


There Is also ground for satisfac- 


tion in the statistical evidence that 
illiteracy 
Is 
steadily being reduced. 


In 1890 the number of illiterates per 
thousand was 133 for the total popu- 
lation, 62 for the native white popula- 
tion, 130 for the foreign born white, 
and 563 for negroes, Indians and Mon- 
golians. 


The female sex is shown to be more 


illiterate than the male, the illiteracy 
for females being 112 per 1000 and for 
males 101. But the contrast is less 
marked than it was in 1890, when the 
Illiteracy for the two sexes was 144 
«nd 123, respectively.

opened his address with an elaborate

now that the 
railroads

the 
State Legislatures, the National Con- 
gress, many 
of the, minor judicial 


courts, and the Supreme Court-of the 
United States of America. 
It .seems 
a startling statement, but it is a fact 
that the railroads control the supreme 
judicial power in this country.-" 


FOR RAILROADS. 


Mr. Arper then'began to talk on lo- 


cal subjects and called the attention 
of the directors to the list of those or- 
ganizations which had left the meet- 
ings of the Interstate Commerce Law 
Commission, and held a convention of 
their own, "in 
the 
interests 
of the 


railroads," as Director Arper claml- 
ed. 
He said: "If 'you glance over 


this list you will find that it consists 
of but a few organizations; not more 
than thirty or -forty, all told, and 
among this list there is only one or- 
ganization from California, and that 
is the Oakland Boar dof Trade." 


SERIOUS CHARGE. 


"The Oakland Board of Trade was 


the only organization 
In 
California 


which bolted the convention in the in- 
terests of the railroads. 


"Not long ago, when we were con- 


sidering the advisability .of sending 
delegates to the Interstate Commerce 
convention, it 
will 
be remembered 


that the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Company offered to pay for the trans- 
portation of our delegates, if we in- 


structed 
them In the ' interest of the 
railroads. 
"We refused their offer and chose to 


«end no delegates to the convention. The 
Board of Trade of this city, however, ac- 
cepted the offer from the railroad of fre« 
transportation, and consequently bolted 
the convention, with those who were 
working In the interests of the railroads. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


"This fact and othar' facts which I 


might bring to your attention, lead me 
to feel sure that the Board of Trade is 
controlled by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company. 
Now another organiza- 


tion has sprung up in our midst calling 
Itself the Chamber of Commerce. 
It 


claims to be Independent of all other or- 
ganizations, and it clalrns to be open- 
handed in its doings, bat.the same men 
who controlled the Board of Trade hold 
the guiding reins of this new .commercial 
body. Thesg men work in the shadow of 
greater men, who never take part in di- 
recting the affairs of either organization. 


THE EXCHANGE. 


"The Merchants' Exchange has never 


been opposed to railroads or other trans- 
portation companies, but has on the con- 
trary always advocated liberal treatment 
and a square deal for all; the more tha 
better. ' It has, however, opposed the 
grants of such rights as would practically 
imprison and.enslave the city In the In- 
terests of one or two roads. An now I 
move you, Mr. President, that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to prepare' a re- 
port FXtlng forth *ra position of this Ex- 
change as to the matter of fixing rail- 
read rates, and giving a short account of 
the proceedings of the recent commerce 
convention as contained in this book, It 
being understood that the committee re- 
port back to the directors and that a copy 
of the report be sent .to every merchant- 
ana manufacturer in the city of Oak- 
land. 


"The Merchants' Exchange was organ- 


ized by men who believed the Board of 
Trade was under the 
control of the 


Southern Pacific. How correct was their 
judgment is proven by tho action of the

Chamber .of Commerae, had en- 
tered the room during the latter portion 
of Mr. Arper's address, and arose at its 
conclusion and stated that he would be 
sorry .if the. motion before the House 
passed, as the Chamber of Commerce 
T.lshod to always co-operate with the 
Merchants' Exchange In all matters per- 
taining to the upbuilding of the city and 
that the present motion, if carried, would 
only serve to cause friction between the 
two organizations.

lease between the Brooklyn Distilling 
Company and the Standard -Distilling 
and Distributing Company of property 
In Brooklyn, was submitted to Judge 
Greenbaum In the Supreme Court yes- 
terday In the Brooklyn company's suit 
to recover $141,946 for rent. Decision 
was-reserved. 


•It was also disclosed that in 1S98 


the American Sugar Company tried to 
compete with the Standard Distilling 
and Distributing Company in manu- 
facturing spirits and alcohol. 


F. O. Matthiesen, president of the 


Brooklyn company, a director, large 
stockholder and department head ,in 
the American Sugar Company, and 
also a director and officer of the Stan- 
dard Company, executed the lease on 
June 26, 1898, for three years, at $100,- 
000 annually. 
Frank Curtlss, presi- 


dent, and N. E. D. Huggins, secre- 
tary, represented the Standard Com- 
pany. The rent was paid to November, 


1899, 
when payments were stopped on 


the ground that the lease was void as 
against public policy. 


It was alleged that, tha Brooklyn 


Company was organized to manufao 
ture spirits and alcohol from molasses 
and blackstrap, as an instrument o 
the American Sugar Company, which 
owned the plant, and placed Matthle 
sen in charge. It was charged he rep- 
resented that If the Standard company 
did not lease the property the Brook 
lyn Company would Immediately enter 
Into active competition with the Sta.r. 
dani C'ompiii.5" in manufacturing spir- 
its and alcohol. Later It ••.•/«« discov- 
ered that the plant could not be oper- 
ated except,at a. great loss, and tha 
Matthiesen had not made true rapre

ONE YEAR IS ENOUGH. 


"Wherever I go among people who hav« 
made a study of delinquent .childhood. I 
flnd substantial unanimity of sentiment 
on this one point: 
Lads must not be 
kept in Institutions too long. One year 
of service will do a boy more good .than 
two years, and five years of Institutional 
life may ruin him. This Is a fact that 
does not seeih to have soaked into the 
philosophy of-the managers of California 
Institutions, much to the detriment of 
such 
institutions, 
as 
I believe. The 
Catholic Protectory at "Westchester un- 
derstands this, and for that reason the 
congregate system is justifiable in their 
case. 
There are some 600 girls In one de- 
partment of this institution, in the care 
of Sisters of Charity, besides 200 boys 
under ten years. I think this a good ar- 
rangement and one that I wish was more 
closely followed in California orphanages, 
where, in my opinion, boys are some- 
times turned over to the care of men too 
early. When the voice-changing period 
begins is soon enough for the gentle 
ministrations of womanhood to go out of 
a boy's life. 


DISEASES OF THE 
EYES. 


Another'good work this Catholic Pro- 
tectory has done: 
It forced upon the 
attention of the authorities of New Tork 
the need for constantly looking after the 
health of school children and especially 
the need for looking after such diseases 
of the eye as trachoma. This disease 
was spreading to an alarming extent until 
public 
interest 
was 
aroused, • largely 
through the aid of the Christian Brothers 
in charge of the Catholic Protectory at 
Westchester. 
There are seventy-five of these brotners 
who are devoting their lives to the lads 
committed to their charge, and, during 
the life of the institution, nearly 40,000 
children have passed through this train- 
Ing. 
Of these, SO per cent have gone 
back to their own people and homes 
have been found for 20 per cent wherever 
they can be placed to advantage. It has 
been a great and unselfish work, and, as 
It seems to me. well done. 
The farm of 164 acres and the build- 
ings represent a cash outlay of $1.500,- 
000, all the results of private subscrip- 
tions. The land itself is coming to be 
worth nearly as much as thte cash out- 
lay and the time may come when there 
will have to be a .removal to another 
site farther from-the encroaching olty, 
but there will be an Immense waste of 
buildings when that day comes. 


LOOKING FOR 
A 
FARM. 


Meantime the managers are looking to 
the country for a suitable farm for lada 
who'would be better off on a farm than 
in a shop, something similar, perhaps, 
to what Father Crowley of San Francisco 
Is establishing at Rutherford. 
I found manual training given a good 
place in the course of instruction at the 
Protectory, but I think a mistake hR-s 
been made in substituting too radically 
other forms for the Sloyd models. I be- 
lieve In Americanizing Sloyd, but not in 
substituting a haphazard lot of models 
for the Swedish system. This has been 
done at the Catholic Protectory at West- 
Chester, and this constitutes almost the 
only criticism I have to make on the In- 
stitution—always bearing ill mind that 
the stay of the child In a congrenate In- 
stitution of this character is, unless in 
exceptional cases, to be one year or less 
than one year. After being rough-broken, 
as they say of Western range horses.

The State Miners' Association recently closed a very intersting 


session in Nevada City, in which it declared emphatically in favor 
of the unlimited and unrestricted resumption of hydraulic mining, 
and also resolved m favor of the policy of having the government 
take care of the detritus at public expense. If the resolutions con- 
taining this declaration of policy means anything at all it is address- 
ed to the Congress of the United States, and therefore to the dele- 
gation in Congress from this State. 


The projectors of the scheme for the reclamation of the swamp- 


lands held in private ownership and to continue in private owner- 
ship after a vast \alue has been conferred upon them by the ex- 
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Gladstone retired from office and party leadership, handing over the 
reins of power to the Earl of Roseberry, who had dutifully followed 
Gladstone when Chamberlain, the Marquis of Hardington and other 
conservative Liberals broke away and formed the Unionist coalition 
with the Tones. 


Now Roseberry has revolted against the Home Rule program 


of the radical Liberals. Speaking of Sir Henry Campbell Banner- 
man's recent statement that one of the first things to be done is to 
give Ireland Home Rule the Earl said, "I cannot serve under that 
flag." 


Probably the leadership of Sir Henry is more repugnant to him 


than Home Rule, and the same thing may be said of other would-be

They have straightway begun to quarrel with an acerbity which 
threatens to endanger their return to power. 


that as a consequence the mining detritus had silted up the Sacra- 
mento river, below the mouth of the Feather. In this they were 
declaring that the government was morally responsible for the silting 
up of the river, notwithstanding the fact that hydraulic mining was 
practiced by the people of California in their own interest The whole 
industry was for the benefit of the people of California, and the State 
Miners' Association of California has affirmed this declaration by de- 
claring it to be the duty of the government to permit unrestricted hy- 
draulic mining, and to avert the resultant danger to navigable waters 
by taking care of the sediment at public expense. To accomplish this 
result it will be necessary to so control the currents of the streams 
into which mining detritus is discharged that it will pass at once 
into the tule basins, and the accomplishment of this result will in- 
•vol^e a vast expenditure of money, rising into many millions 


The State Miners' Association in all this have merely adopted 


the logic of the swamp-land reclamation ring They have said in 
effect that if the government owes the reclamation of this swamp- 
land to the agricultural interests of the State it owes the resumption 
of hydraulic mining to the mining industry, and one position is 
quite as tenable as the other. Whoever sees any impropriety in 
the proposition mooted by the State Miners' Association, and at the 
same time believes it to be the duty of the State and National Gov- 
ernments to reclaim the swamp-lands cannot think in a straight line. 
The proposition of the miners is the logical outcome of the absurdi- 
ties of the swamp-land ring. 


When the delegation in Congress comes to consider this ques- 


tion of reclaiming the swamp-lands at public expense it will find 
the history of the s\vamp-land policy of the nation and the State to 
possess a very interesting bearing upon the whole matter. 
That 


history cannot be too often repeated, and it is the object of this 
articie to present a phase not heretobefore introduced into the dis- 
cussion of the question. 


The government granted the swamp, overflowed and tide lands 


with the distinct and declared understanding that the grant was 
made in the interest of the reclamation of the lands. When the act 
permitting the formation of reclamation districts went into effect, a 
swamp-land owner in one of the districts refused to make any con- 
tribution to the cost of reclamation, declaring that he did not want 
his land reclaimed, and that it suited his purpose to maintain it in its 
original swamp condition The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court of the State, and that tribunal decided in a most lucid and 
unequivocalmanner that by the gift of the government the State 
stood charged with the duty of reclamation, that when the object- 
ing swamp-land owner took title to his land he stood charged with 
notice of this obligation; that the State could not transfer its right 
.unaccompanied by its obligations, and that while the State could 
transfer its title the obligation resting on the State accompanied the 
transfer and rested with the new owner of the land. The objector 
was therefore compelled to make his pro rata contribution to the 
reclamation works of the district in which the land was located. 


The legal principle enunciated by the Supreme Court in this 


case as related to a single individual is applicable to every swamp- 
land owner, so it follows that by judicial determination the present 
owners of the swamp and tide lands of the State took their titles 
with full knowledge of the obligation resting upon the State, and 
that by their purchase they assumed that obligation. Every swamp- 
land owner, therefore, holds his title subject to the fulfillment of the 
conditions of the grant, and therefore owes to the government of 
the United States the reclamation of the swamp-lands he owns at 
his own expense. He succeeded to the obligations resting upon the 
State when he succeeded to the right of the State, and it would be 
ridiculously absurd to suppose that the purchaser of the swamp- 
lands could acquire the rights conferred upon the State by the gov- 
ernment and at the same time avoid the responsibilities which ac- 
companied the title 
If the swamp-lands of California may be re- 


claimed by the application of hydraulic detritus, it is the duty of 
the owners of the swamp-lands to make that application, and it is no 
part of the duty of the Government in the premises. 


The State deeded the lands to the swamp-land owners with the 


distinct understanding that such conveyance was made for the pur- 
pose of securing reclamation at the hands of the owners. 
Swamp- 


land districts for the reclamation of these lands were authorized by 
law, and for the sole purpose of securing such reclamation. 
The 


obligation to reclaim the lands at the expense of the present owners 
is as absolute and 'unmistakable as if it had been plainly written 
into every patent issued by the State, and the effort of the govern- 
ment should be directed to the enforcement of the original condi- 
tions of the grant itself. 


"GENTLEMEN'S AGREEMENT" IN FOOTBALL. 


Opponents of football as it is played at American colleges have 


reason to hope that President Roosevelt's influence exerted in the 
interests of a clean game will result in suppressing some of the 
roughness which now mars it as a college sport. Certainly it wil 
be a novelty for the President to meet defeat in such a matter. It is 
hardly probable, however, that any marked change will follow Mr 
Roosevelt's suggestion for a'"gentlemen's agreement" among college 
authorities and students. 


Mr. Roosevelt suggests that the colleges between which games 


are played should adopt and enforce a uniform set of rules and reg- 
ulations with a view to eliminate foul playing and brutality. The 
efficacy of the rules proposed by the President all depend upon the 
establishment and maintenance of the "gentlemen's agreement.' 
One rule provides for the permanent removal from the game no 
only of the brutal player, but of all who are not bona fide students 
or amateurs. This rule rigorously enforced in the larger colleges 
would beyond question do much to place college football on a more 
desirable plane than it now occupies, but with its enforcement de 
pendent upon a "gentlemen's agreement" its power in practice i; 
doubtful. 
,, 


With the present athletic system in force in the large colleges a 


pact of the kind suggested probably would never be kept, because it 
spirit means the practical disruption of many big teams. College 
authorities have yet to show that they have the courage and will to 
resist the demands of the student body and alumni for a winning 
team, no matter what the cost. Under their acquiescence the game 
has degenerated into its present status of a public exhibition by ex- 
perts rather than a college sport. Little or no effort has been made 
by college presidents to control athletic managers, and it is the sys- 
tem that the managers have inaugurated that has brought the pro- 
fessional played, and with him the style of play which produces bru- 
tality and gives opportunities for foul play. A "gentlemen's agree- 
ment" and a few new rules will never cure these evils. The remedy 
must be found deeper. The style of the game must be altered and 
the principles of college athletics must experience a complete re- 
generation. To effect this means a complete revolution of the sys- 
tem under which the game is played and the adoption of one which 
does not conduce to professionalism and its attendant evils.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

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One of the first duties for Congress to attend to after assembling

that they are not citizens of the United States, and hence cannot 
vote. Natives of Porto Rico can vote at local elections held in the 
island, but in the United States a Porto Rican occupies an anomalous 
position, being neither citizen nor alien, but merely a chattel of the 
Government. Nor is there any provision in the law which will per- 
mit him to extricate himself from political dependence on a political 
dependency.

president of the Nobel committee of the 
Swedish Academy, has notified the mem- 
bers of the University of California fac- 
ulty to propose competitors for the' Nobel 
prize in literature. The Nobel foundation 
la based upon the will of Dr. Alfred Bern- 
hard Nobel, which provides for the es- 
tablishment of the Nobel Institute. The 
interest from the endownment Is divided 
into flve equal amounts; one prize, con- 
sisting of one-fifth of the interest. Is 
given to the person who shall have made 
the most important discovery or Inven- 
tion In the domain of physics; one share 
to the person who shall have made the 
most important chemical discovery or Im- 
provement; one share to 'the person who 
shall have made the most Important dis- 
covery in the domain of physiology of 
medicines; one share to the person who 
shall haVe produced In the field of liter- 
ature the most distinguished work of an 
idealistic tendency; and one share to the 
person who shall have most or best pro- 
moted the fraternity of nations and the 
abolishment or diminution of standing 
armies and the formation and .Increase of 
peace congresses.

prize is about one hundred • and ' forty 
thousand Swedish crowns.

It was involved and intermixed 
with an economic question—not alone one 
of how the government should be ad- 
ministered but with it,another one ol 
lours, and labor and wages. 


HONESTY OR 
DISHONESTY. 


"The one in realty has nothing to do 
with the other. In the last analysis, ths 
question of municipal election becomes 
one of -whether the (government shall be 
honestly or dishonestly administered. The 
question of hours and labor is an entirely 
different one and should have no part in 
determining who shall have the adminis- 
tering of the local laws. 
It should be 
purely a question of a character of the 
service to be rendered. - 
"In the recent election in San Fran- 
cisco men were never .so successfully 
led to. 'Boss' Ruef Is not so much of a 
jolitlclan as he is a political liar. .He 
can spread more lies during a campaign 
than, I believe, any other man in the 
United States.

It waa announced ai the close >of the 
meeting that as yet no plans had been 
determlnedi upon for financing the pi o- 
ject. 
Tills problem, in all probability, 
will be decided upon at a meeting of th« 
executive committee today. >It is unflcir- 
stood that an issue of convertible bor.d« 
has been under consideration, but tita-t 
there is no likelihood of an- increase in 
the road's capital stock, about t26J000,UM 
of which Is still unissued-. 
Preparations already have been mod* 


for. the Incorporation of a new railway 
company from Evarts. which, howevee. 
will be entirely financed- by the St. PauL 
While all the details of the route heve 
not been decided upon, the line willTu» 
toward tho Rocky Mountains west bjr 
north of west, to Butte. 
Thence it vill 
be extend-ed westerly, crossing the Bitter 
Hoot Mountains through 3JoU» Pass an* 
ultimately 
connecting 
with 
WaUula, 
Wash., 1he terminus of the recently 'in- 
corporated Pacific Railroad, which rung 
to that point from Seattle. The St. P.uul 
will also seek an outlet- at Tacoma ani. 
will, touch Helena, Spokane< and, Port- 
land'.

The work of construction will be **gu» 
simultaneously a-t Seattle, on the Pacifto 
road, and at Bvarts. The line farther 
south, wnich Is In the course of coratme- 
tion from Chamberlain, S. D., to EaMJ 
City, in the Black Hills, a 200-mll«. pro- 
ject, also will 'be connected at the north- 
west extension branch linff.
